Critical readers, the Little 
Silver Lake Improvement Asso- 
ciation, and many others are 
grateful for this opportunity to 
present a more balanced point 
of view.

The question can-be put in far 
more complicated and legalistic 
jargon, but in the end the

vironmental laws. -
